hospital. His left leg, which was bndiy 
crushed, probably will be amputated to- 
day. 
Albert Wadley, a, llorist, of this 


city, with u home in New J<ochelle who 
had both legs broken and who suffered 
internal injuries was improving today. 


At the Ora.nd Centmi sUtion it. was 


said today t h a t a.s the district attorney 
had commenced an investigation to de- 
termine the cause of mid responsibility 
for the wreck, the railroad odicinls had 
deliniiely postponed tln-ir investigation 
and would present "II the facts in their 
possession to the counLy prosecutor. 


Another investigation 
probal:ly will 


be uwdc. by 1'resident Cantor of 
the 


borough of Maniiattaii. .Mr. (.'anlor said 
today: 


"1 will confer with the 
enrporaliou 


counsel regarding my authority of tun- 
nels exclusively used by railroads. 
1 am 


not fully satistieil as in my power in this 
m:itter. A.s there are investigations be- 
ing nindc by the district attorney thu 
coroners and the state railroad comniis- 
.siuii...! tliought.it best to lind out my 
authority before 1 attempted an inves- 
tigation of my.iitt'ii. My opinion is that 
if electricity had been used by the rail- 
road the. accident would not havt: hap- 
pened. 


"I visited the scone of the wreck at 


0::!(i liist night. 
'I watched the. trains 


passing through the tunnel. The vol- 
umes of suioke from the locomotives fill- 
ed the tunnel so that. it_was impossible 
to discern the lights." 


President Cantor looked up the charter 


regarding the powers of the board of al- 
derinen in the matter and after reading 
the sections said they were so indefinite 
tlui't'lio could not give a clear opinion, 
lie said, however, he thought there was 
no doubt that the hoard had full power 
to regulate the speed of trains within 
the city limits.

There 
shonli.be plenty of bedding, and fresh 
materials should be supplied as fast as 
It Is wora out and disappears In- tbo 
gutter. Long horse manure fresh from 
the stable mnkcs a fine absorbent, bet- 
ter than muck, and then the mixing cf 
the two manures makes each the more 
valuable. Land plaster and South Car- 
olina rock, acidulated, make fine de- 
odorizer, and add value to the manure 
ca-ried away, as they, on tbe one hand, 
strengthen tie manure in phosphoric, 
kcid and In the "fixing" of ammonia.

nally in yesterday's tunnel wreck in this 
eity passed a quiet night in Bellevtie 
hospital. His left log, which was badly 
crushed, probably will be amputated to- 
day. Albert Wad ley, a florist, of this 
city, with a home in Now Kochollo who 
had both logs broken and who suffered 
internal injuries was improving today. 


At tho Grand Central station it was 


said today that as the district attorney 
had commenced an investigation to de- 
termine the cause of and responsibility 
for the wreck, tho railroad officials had 
definitely postponed their investigation 
and would present all the facts in their 
possession to the county prosecutor. 


Another investigation 
probably will 


bo made by 1're.sident Cantor of the 
.borough of Manhattan. Mr. Cantor said 
today: 


"1 will confer 
with 
tho corporation 


counsel regarding my authority of tun- 
nels exclusively used by railroads. I am 
not fully satisfied as to my powor in this 
matter. As there arc investigations be- 
ing mado by the district attorney tho 
coroners and tho state railroad commis- 
sion. I thought.it best to find out my 
authority before 1 attempted an inves- 
tigation of my .own. My opinion is that 
if electricity had been used by tho rail- 
road the accident would not have hap- 
pened. 


"I visited the scene of the wreck at 


!3:::0 last night. I watched the trains 
passing through 1 he tunnel. The vol- 
umes of smoke from the locomotives fill- 
ed tho tunnel .so that it was impossible 
to discern the lights.'* 


.President Cantor looked up the charter 


regarding tho powers of tho board of al- 
dermen in tho matter and after reading 
tho sections said they wore so indefinite 
that ho could not give a clear opinion. 
Ho said, however, he thought there was 
no doubt that tbo hoard had full power 
to regulate the speed of trains within 
the city limits. 


District Attorney 
Jerome 
said

wished his investigation to bo ns thor- 
ough as possible and that ho would con- 
fer with Coroner Scholer to thai end.

In the year 1876 the mill was totally

Life on the storm-swept lightship has 
been almost unbearable for Capt. Jor- 
o-enjon since the receipt of the first 
news of his daughter's illness. 


The girl, who was only 19 years okls 


had been ill from the effects of vaccina- 
tion at her home in 
Braintree, Mass. 


News of her condition since she was first 
taken ill had been daily flashed to her 
father at his lonely post by means of 
the Marconi system. As the daily bul- 
letins told of her ra.ml loss of strength 
and the premonitory symptoms of lock- 
jaw, which finally developed, Capt. Jor- 
genxon's distress of mind became great- 
er day by day. 
At last came a dispatch 


announcing her death on Dec. 30. 


Although the seas rolled

as 


high as ever on Jan. 15, he resolved to 
make a desperate, effort to get ashore.

Frim fire headquarters, a dozen blocks 


away, a hook and ladder 'truck was rap- 
idly dispatched to the scene of the ac- 
cident with several tiro companies.

Ladders were put down from the street 
over tho iron fence to the track and fire- 
men, policemen and aurgc-oni were im- 
media,tely at svork.

The maimed and 
injured were calling from

wreck. 


Some, more badly hurt than others, were 
being assisted by thu mure fortunate j 
passengers. 


The work of rescue was further imped- 


ed by the enormous crowds, which in 
spilt! of police vigilance, swarmed into 
the t u n n e l through its many entrances, 
or crowded about the opening at the sur- 
face. 


The first of the injured taken from the 


wreck was a woman. She was carried 
to the Woiucns' hospital. Here, as well 
as at other points, preparations were 
hurriedly made tf> care for the wounded. 
A passenger on the .Harlem train .*nid: 


"Our train was held at the Ifarlem 


cud of the tunnel for two minutes to 
allow the New Haven train to pass us. 
Then we proceeded. Suddenly there was 
n cra-sh and, we "were hurled from our 
.'.eats. The shock was/followed by the 
roar of escaping steam and the erics of 
the. wounded, 


A score of men passengers, got out of 


the windows and ran to tho. front of our 
train. Tho confusion and noise was aw- 
ful. 
Our locomotive had ploughed half 


way through the last New Haven car. 
I saw several women taken out of the 
tivst wrecked car." 


Hugo tie Harold of Rochelle 1'ark, one 


of the pas-fongers on the Danbury train, 
gave this 'account of the. accident: 


"We were sitting quietly in the next 


to the last car and there were only one 
or two occupied seats. There was the 
usual morning crowd, the train consist- 
ing of five cars, 


"There were, several women in my ear 


awl also in the last car. We had been 
stalled at Kift:y--.evonlh street for some 
lime. Suddenly {here 
came 
a terrific 


erash. The lights in the car went out. 
There was a roar of grinding steel and 
wood and a chorus of scricks. 
I looked 


back and saw the cur behind us teles- 
coping over the roar of our 
car 
and 


through that mixup plunged a roaring 
locomotive, 


"I was t h f j w n on my face by the jolt 


and f felt some blood splash over my 
forehead. 
Stilling 
smoke 
and 
steam 


seemed to ri-e all around, and looking 
back 
I could see mangled persons crawl- 


ing about through the mist. Then sud- 
den! v the car took (ire where the locomo- 
tive was. 


"Our one idea was lo escape. 
1 found 


a friend of mine right in front of me. 
11? cried: 'Open the windows, for God.'.s 
sake!' 
1 turned to tho 
window 
and 


foifnd the glass had been .-battered by 
the collision. We climbed out. I saw 
se.veral 
persons almost 
covered 
with 


blood crawling about." 


The response of .tho police an'd.fire de- 


• partments to the call was prompt and 
within an incredibly short lime nearly 
MO 
Hi-emeu, ambulance 
.surgeons • and 


trainmen were, in the smoke an-l .steam 
filled tunnel working desperately 1o get 
the bodies of the dcnd'and wounded pas- 
sengers from the wrecked trains. Above 
the scene of death on the. drive way on 
both sides of the tunnel were lung rows 
of ambulances, h'rc engines and hook and 
ladder companies. 


In many instances the uninjured and 


those whose injuries were slight render- 
ed splendid aid, while others, bewildered 
by tho shock and darkness, groped their 
way along the walls seeking an exit. 
Some of the passengers walked through 
the tunnel into the Grand Central sta- 
tion, while others made their way to 
the stairways below the south end of 
the tunnel. 


The bodies of the dead and many of 


the wounded were hoisted through the 
openings in the roof of the tunnel, plac- 
ed in the ambulances and rushed to the 
nearest 
hospitals. 
No 
attempt 
was 


made at identification. 
Conflicting 
re- 


ports from various institutions, aided by 
duplications from other places caused 
t h e lir.st account of the disaster lo place 
the number of killed and injured at an 
exaggerated figure. 


The tunnel in which 
the 
wreck oc- 


curred extends from Fifty-fifth street, 
just above the Grand Central station, 
and is H-bout. two miles long. It is un- 
der Park avenue and there is an air 
hole 
in each block. Complaints 
have 


been made for a long 
time, 
however, 


that its ventilation was insutlieient and 
the New York Central has been consid- 
ering plans for the use of electrical pow- 
er in the subway so as to do away with 
the smoke and steam from locomotives. 


J. .11. Franklin, manager of the Har- 


lem division of the Central, made the 
following statement:

The railroad officials 'say the wreck 


did not take fire. 


Almost a riot was caused at a police 


station by the arrest of a man accused 
by Coroner Scholler 'of attempting to 
rob the bodies of the, dead as they lay 
in the station house. 


People had been admitted to the sta- 


tion to identify the bodies and the man 
is .supposed to have drifted in with the 
crowd. When he was taken before the 
sergeant, at the desk the friends and'rel- 
atives of some -of the dead were so in- 
censed that they made, several attempts 
to get at him. shouting "He ought to 
be. lynched." The man gave his name na 
John Mnloney. Coroner Scholler 
said 


he saw Maloncy going through the pock- 
ets of one of the dead person's clothes. 


"You ought to he burned in oil," said 


the sergeant to Malouey. "You are tho 
meanest criminal .1. ever saw. Take him 
away quick." 


Maloney was taken to a cell followed 


by the threats of the crowd. 


J. 11. Franklin made a verbal state- 


ment this morning in which ho said: 


"The engineer of the rear train was 


responsible for the. acident. 


"The Norwalk local w<is due in tho 


depot at 8:1."> and the White Plains lo- 
cal at 8:17. The Norwalk 
local was 


stopped by the danger signal at Fifty- 
ninth .street. The flagman got out with 
lantern and torpedoes and put the tor- 
pedoes on the rail. The engineer of the 
incoming train failed to recognize the 
signal." 


Mr. Franklin said . this is the third

Immediate attention is an iiuperativ« 


necessity in sprains, since in no Injury, 
do swelling and.pain more promptly 
supervene. 
The .marked and rapid 


swelling following a sprain is usually 
occasioned by the exudation of fluid* 
taking place not only around the injur- 
ed joint, but also within the-joint, the 
latter frequently to so great an extent 
SB to force the two articulating sur- 
faces apart. 


Any motion or weight upon; the joint 


when in this condition is intolerably 
and in every case-effort should' be 
made to cfyeek exudation promptly, re- 
lieve the swelling and pain and relaB 
the tension of the muscles adjacent. 


Nothing meets the emergency better 


than hot water—as hot as can be bom« 
—and this fortunately is usually" quick- . 
ty at hand even in the most primitive 
camp. The joint and adjacent limb 
(should be plunged into the water, 
whioh may be kept hot by the addition 
of small quantities from, another ves- 
sel kept over the flre. This treatment 
must be continued for hours if neces- 
sary. It should continue at least until 
the swelling and pain have been redn«» 
ed.. An all night treatment not infre- 
quently results in the possibility of 
using the limb the next day. although 
such a procedure is not to be rec-om- 
incnded. 


Cold water is nearly as effectual as 


hot in checking the symptoms. 
In 


some cases it seems equally efficacious 
and even more comforting. 
In either 


case the ireatment must be prolonged 
and the temperature of the water faith- 
fully kept at the point of greatest effi- 
ciency. 


Other remedies are also valuable;if 


the physician has them at hand, but

In an ordinary herd cows will be 


found that vary considerably in their 
milk yield. It stands to reason that a 
cow giving ten pounds of milk daily 
does not need the same quantity and 
quality of feed as a cow giving twenty 
or thirty pounds daily, says D. H. Otis 
in Kansas Farmer. The following ra- 
tions indicate the amount needed daily 
per bead where different amounts of 
milk are produced.

Mlllcinar Cows Continnomily.

1 
like to have them dry about a month 
before freshening, both for the vigor 
of the calf and for the .recuperation of 
the cow, says W.F. McSparran in Na- 
tional Stockman.

Water For Dulry Cuttle. 


Water must certainly be regarded as 


a food, for it makes up over two-thirds 
of the body weight and must be con- 
stantly ingested to keep up the normal 
body, writes Dr. George T. Palmer in 
Hoard's Dairyman. The water for the 
cow must never come from ponds or 
pools and should not be taken even 
from running streams if there is any 
chance that the stream may have been 
contaminated by sewage. In a thickly 
populated country, like our middle and 
western states.-the chances in favor of 
contamination of cwnntry streams ara 
very strong. The water given cows in 
a high grade dairy farm should be 
from good wells nnd springs and should 
bo supplied In troughs capable of easy 
cleansing- the lining of the trough 
should be of such material as to permit 
thorough scouring. 


Cure ot Dairy Covrn. 


It is the best plan to clean out the 


gutters twice each dny pud not allow a 
great accumulation of matter at a 
time, says the New York Tribune. 
With a good 'floor and tight gutters 
there should be material at hand for 
use as absorbents and deodorizers. 
Brushing aud carding the cows each 
day tend to cleanliness and are worth 
their cost in increased milk.

6houldJ>e plenty of bedding, and fresh 
materials should be supplied as fast as 
Jt is wora out and disappears in-tho 
gutter. Long horse manure fresh from 
the stable makes a fine absorbent, bet- 
ter than muck, and then the mixing of 
the two manures makes each the more 
valuable. Land plaster and South Car- 
olina rock, acidulated, make fine de- 
odorizers and add value to the manure 
carried away, as they, on the one hand, 
strengthen the mamire In phosphoric 
ncid and in the "fixing" of ammonia.

It is the intention of the 
secretary of war to withdraw irotn Cu- 
ba as rapidly as ..conditions--will permit 
the troops now there. He will depend 
upon General Wood for suggestions from 
time to time as to what reduction shall 
be made, and it is expected that within 
a few months the,force will be diminish- 
ed fully one-half its present strength. 


Not only has Genera! Wood 'recom- 


mended

troops but he has, .advised the war de- 
partment that the. military district of 
Santiago has been abolished.

iill rhe subordinate.military districts of 
Cuba and brings the

Mrs. Nellie McGinnis, widow of'the 


lute Patrick McGinnis, who for many 
.years was engaged in; the ice business 
•with the Boyle .Br.os.j at B.rowivs Lake, 
appears to have the bulge on the Kniek- 
'erbocker Ice,Co., of Chicago. It appears 
that some years-ago, the predecessors'of 
the Knickerbocker Ice eo.- built a rail- 
way track,for'private use, running in 
from the G. M. '& W. Paul ...Co. main 
_track in connection with their ice hous- 
es at .Brown's Lake, the distance being 
about one mile. 


This track 
crossed the farm 
of F. 


Uher who gave a deed of a strip of land 
thirty-three feet wide on which the track 
was constructed. The deed-was given 
subject to certain conditions, which were 
that the Ice Co. should build a'.:d main- 
tain fences on the boundary lines., and 
also construct 
(and 
maintain a farm 


crossing n.nd four culverts where- farm 
ditches crossed the strip. 


Mrs. McGinnis owned a tract of land 


on Brown's Lage fid joining- the Knicker- 
bocker land. A company intei'c.sted in 
the ice business stood ready to lease this 
land of her and put up large ico houses 
provided they could get a track. Mrs. 
McGinnis went to the railway company 
and applied for'a track, but was turned 
down on the ground that they did-not 
like, to put. in an additional aide track, 
at that point because they considered it 
dangerous. 


Mrs. McGinnis then bought the. L'.iier 


farm, paying a, largo price for it; the 
amount said to bo $13.000, .thinking she. 
could thereby obtain a connection with 
the Knickerbocker track, crossing the 
farm. Again, she applied to tho railroad 
company for such connection and again 
was refused, the company stating that 
it was a private track and .that they had 
no right to connect without the consent 
of the Knickerbocker Co. 


Mrs. McGinnis had the title of the 


land examined and found that the strip 
deeded on certain conditions . had 
not 


been complied with. LJpon her sugges- 
tion L'eher made re-entry on the land 
and declared,the 
title 
forfeited. 
He 


fenced in the track and deeded the thir- 
ty-three feel, strip to Mrs. McGinnis. 
She brought action to enjoin the Knick- 
erbocker Co. from using the track. 
' The cose was hotly contested and -car- 
ried to the .supreme court. The court 
sustained her title and held that she 
was entitled to the injunction. 


Early this week, 
fhe 
rails 
of the. 


track, one mile long, were torn up and 
until other arrangements are made, the 
Knickerbocker Ice Co. is cut off from 
shipping ice by rail from Brown's Lake. 
It is estimated that they ship Jr'oin 40,- 
000 to 50,000 .tons in a winter.

railroad company . to run a track to her 
lands at Brown's Lake... If the request 
is complied with a large ice house will 
be built and a quarant.ee given to ship 
40,000 tons of ict: during the season, 
What, the railroad company, will do re- 
mains to be seen.
